Lane in the last couple 
of days because the 
drainage in the area 
can’t cope. 

“It shows how unreal¬ 
istic it is to build houses 
at White Farm nearby.” 

Mr Dennis Harkus, of 
FocusBARRY, pointed 
out: “The amount of 
water discharging into 
the drainage at the bot¬ 
tom of Merthyr Dyfan 
Lane is a major cause of 
concern to the local 
community. 

“I have witnessed on 
several occasions the 
river-like appearance of 
water flowing down 
Cemetery Lane, which 
discharges into the inad¬ 
equate drainage system. 

“The proposed devel¬ 
opment at White Farm 
can only add to this 


problem and the council, 
together with the devel¬ 
opers, should be holding 
public meetings to 
inform the community 
about the impact of the 
current proposals, about 
the plans for the much¬ 
valued open space, and 
how they want to deal 
with the drainage prob¬ 
lem. 

“The public needs to 
know and think about 
the proposals before a 
decision is made, and 
not be told by council 
officials and the devel¬ 
opers what they intend 
to do. 

“What problem do 
they have in consulting 
with people? It could be 
a ‘win-win’ situation for 
everyone.” 

On Tuesday, January 
11, Stephen Blakeman 
the chair of Barry 
Flooding, who is also 


the Plaid candidate for 
the Dyfan ward, outlined 
his concerns to the 
town’s planning com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr Blakeman lobbied 
for more than £900,000 
for flood prevention 
measures in Barry to 
protect schools and resi¬ 
dential houses. 

He told councillors 
that over development 
of White Farm threatens 
hard work that has 
already been carried out 
in preventing flooding in 
the town. 

Following the meet¬ 
ing, he commented: “I 
was glad that Barry 
Town Council planning 
committee listened to 
my concerns and 
strengthened their objec¬ 
tions to the develop¬ 
ment.”

Jo has to self-inject 
each day to control her 
condition, which affects 
her hands, balance and 
eyesight. 

Multiple sclerosis 
(MS) is the most com¬ 
mon cause of neurologi¬ 
cal disability in young 
adults, and affects 
100,000 people in the 
UK - but as Jo’s experi¬ 
ence demonstrates, posi¬ 
tive steps can be taken to 
improve a person’s qual¬ 
ity of life.

CARDIFF CROWN COURT ROUND-UP with AJ SICLUNA 


BARRY MAN HAD 
CHILD PORN ON 
HIS COMPUTER 


A YOUNG man who 
had pornographic 
images of children on 
his computer, was 
arrested after his moth¬ 
er reported the matter 
to the police, Cardiff 
Crown Court has 
heard. 

Geoffrey Witney (24) from 
Barry, who had no previous 
convictions, pleaded guilty to 
24 offences involving making 
indecent photographs and 
possessing indecent photo¬ 
graphs. 

He was sentenced to a 
community order for three 
years, involving a sex offend¬ 
er group-work programme, 
and a mental health treatment 
requirement under the direc¬ 
tion of a psychologist. 


He was also made subject 
to a five-year sexual preven¬ 
tion order, prohibiting him 
living in the same house as a 
child under 18 without prior 
social services approval; and 
he was also prohibited from 
being alone with a child under 
18. 

Witney was also ordered to 
register as a sex offender for 
five years. 

Prosecutor Tony Trigg said 
Witney’s mother became 
aware that he had the indecent 
images and reported him to 
the local police. 

Judge Neil Bidder said 
Witney had downloaded a 
large quantity of level one 
pictures (the least serious), 
including six movies and a 
small number of level two, 
three, four and five images. 

The judge said that those at 


level four and above were 
“totally offensive” and 
involved “the shocking abuse 
of children”. 

He pointed out that none of 
the images was distributed 
and Witney had never 
attemped to contact a child. 

“You have had a significant 
amount of mental health 
problems,” he said. 

There was a prognosis of 
autism, he had been dyslexic, 
been treated for depression, 
and had self-harmed. 

“You have an addictive 
personality and you have 
lived an isolated life. 

“The public would be bet¬ 
ter protected by means of a 
community order involving 
education and rehabilitation.” 
he added. 

The judge ordered his com¬ 
puter to be forfeited. 


Penarth man 
had cannabis 

- court is told 

A 38-year-old Penarth man has been 
given a conditional discharge for one 
year at Cardiff Crown Court for pos¬ 
sessing cannabis. 

Simon Carter was searched by the police 
in Hill Terrace, Penarth, on June 1 and offi¬ 
cers found 64 grammes of cannabis resin 
and cannabis skunk, said prosecutor 
Suzanne Thomas. 

Carter pleaded guilty to two charges of 
possessing cannabis before Vale magistrates, 
and was committed to the crown court for 
sentence. 

The drug was said to have a street value 
of about £180, and Carter told the police it 
was entirely for personal use. 

He pleaded not guilty to possessing 
cannabis with intent, and no evidence was 
offered against him on that charge. 

His counsel, James Evans, said Carter 
pleaded guilty at the first opportunity and 
had been waiting many months to come to 
court.

battle goes on over 
development plans 


1 HAVE been meeting 
many local residents 
during the Barry Town 
Council by-election cam¬ 
paign, and the issue that 
continues to come top of 
the list of concerns is the 
proposed development at 
White Farm. 

I joined the White Farm 
Campaign when it was originally 
set up by the Barry Town Labour 
councillor Keith Lewis and Vale 
Labour councillor Rob Curtis, 
many years ago.

Council officers have 
informed us that the amended 
planning application by 
Persimmon Homes is for 177 
houses, which is much too dense 
for the area and will increase 
traffic volumes on an already 
congested Colcot Road. 

As there has also been flood¬ 
ing in the area in the last few 
years, we want to make sure 
local voices are heard at the 
planning committee meeting.

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Councillors’ anger 
at bus suspension 


LOCAL councillors 
have criticised the deci¬ 
sion to suspend a bus 
service in Barry, after a 
window was smashed 
by vandals. 

The incident took place 
on January 5, and led to the 
Est Bus Ltd 95 evening 
service, which runs from 
Llantwit to Cardiff via 
Barry, being suspended until 
January 10. 

Local councillors said 
they were angry that the 
bus did not run along St 
Brides Way and Pencoedtre 
Road. 

Coun Curtis claimed: “It 
is wrong for the bus compa¬ 
ny to withdraw the service 
and make innocent local 
residents wait at bus stops 
for buses which will never 
come.” 


Coun Margaret Wilkinson 
said: “We have been told by 
the police that the last inci¬ 
dent of this type happened 
nearly two years ago. 

“The bus company 
should be raising any con¬ 
cerns to local police and the 
local PACT committee, to 
ensure that these attacks are 
stopped immediately. 

“Innocent pensioners and 
vulnerable people should 
not have to pay for the 
actions of a tiny minority.” 

She added: “We urge 
anyone with any informa¬ 
tion on these attacks to con¬

Planning committee mem¬ 
ber, Coun Shirley Hodges, 
welcomed Mr Blakeman’s 
comments: “It’s important to 
continue to highlight to the 
Vale Council and the develop¬ 
ers our concern that this 
overdevelopment will undo all 
the work funded by the Welsh 
Assembly in solving Barry’s 
flooding problems.” 

Mr Steve Williams the 
managing director of 
Persimmon Homes East 
Wales, told The GEM: “We 
have been working for some 
months on developing a flood¬ 
ing and drainage plan which 
will not only deal effectively 
with rainwater run-off from 
the new houses, but will also 
help to address the existing 
problems down stream of the 
site. 

“Our drainage consultants 
are consulting closely with the 
Environment Agency and the 
Vale of Glamorgan Council on 
how this might best be 
achieved and in the first 
instance, it will be for these 
statutory bodies to determine 


whether our proposals pro¬ 
vide an acceptable solution. 

“It would be wrong of us to 
present the community with 
any plans until they have been 
the subject of expert scrutiny 
and review.” 

Mr Williams emphasised: 
“Once this has happened, we 
will be very happy to provide 
local residents with a more 
detailed insight into how the 
flooding and drainage scheme 
for White Farm will work.” 

Rob Thomas, the head of 
planning and transportation 
at the council, said: “The 
principle of residential devel¬ 
opment at White Farm has 
already been established 
through the granting of a pre¬ 
vious granting of planning 
permission. 

“The current application, 
as a consequence, seeks the 
approval of the detailed lay¬ 
out of the site, as well as 
measures to deal with 
drainage.” 

Mr Thomas added; “The 
concerns of residents and 
other consultees will be con¬ 
sidered by the council prior to 
reaching a decision on the 
matter.”

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Wheelchair man’s bid for Assembly seat 


Damian’s ambition is 
to be a history maker! 


A 28-year-old man 
from Barry aims 
to make Welsh 
political history in 
the May Assembly 
elections. 

Damian Chick has 
cerebral palsy, but his 
disability has not 
dimmed his ambition 
and he wants to become 
the first wheelchair user 
to be elected to the 
Welsh Assembly. 

He told The GEM: 
“In fact, I’m the first 
wheelchair user to stand 
for the Assembly.” 

Selected to represent 
the Liberal Democrats 
in the Vale, Mr Chick 
challenged voters who 
may have doubts over 
his suitability for the 
role of Assembly 
Member. 

“Why would people 
think I can’t do the job, 
just because their first 
image of me is as a 
wheelchair user? 

“I have experience of 
working in policy mat¬ 
ters at the Cardiff and 
Vale NHS Trust, where I 
fulfilled an unpaid role 
as the voice of service 
users. 

“I also undertook an 
unpaid internship in the 
Welsh Assembly focus¬ 
ing on health policy.”

Mr Chick explained 
that his own experience 
of life gave him a differ¬ 
ent perspective from 
able-bodied people. 

“The issue of lack of 
access for those with a 
disability is something 
that an able-bodied per¬ 
son does not necessarily 
understand. 

“I would like to use 
the position of 
Assembly Member to 
give those with disabili¬ 
ties a wider voice in the 
Vale, but also on the 
international stage.” 

Mr Chick said there 
were other issues that he 
was keen to address. 

“The Vale is a beauti¬ 
ful part of the country 
and we should be mak¬ 
ing more of the opportu¬ 
nities here to promote 
tourism as an industry 
and bring wealth into 
the area. 

“I am looking for¬ 
ward to the opportunity 
to engage with residents, 
businesses and volun¬ 
tary organisations in the 
Vale, to see what we can 
achieve together.” 

He said that with the 
Defence Technical 
College project on the 



scrapheap, he saw jobs 
as a huge issue in the 
Vale. 

Mr Chick recognises 
that he faces an uphill 
task, with the Vale a bat¬ 
tleground historically 
between Labour and 
Conservative. 

In 2007, Jane Hutt 
(Labour) the winning 
candidate, polled 11,515 
votes, 83 more than the 
Tory candidate Gordon 
Kemp - the Liberal 
Democrats came in 
fourth, polling 3,758 
votes. 

Matt O’Grady of 
Scope Cymru, whose 


aim is “a world where 
disabled people have the 
same opportunities as 
everyone else”, said the 
fact that Damian was 
even standing for a 
political party was a step 
forward. 

“The news that 
Damian has been select¬ 
ed to run for a seat in the 
Welsh Assembly is 
extremely positive, as 
we know disabled peo¬ 
ple are generally unrep¬ 
resented, not only across 
the Welsh Assembly, but 
in many elected posi¬ 
tions - such as council¬ 
lors and governors.

“Disabled people 
have an important role 
to play in enriching and 
informing our political 
debate, but many contin¬ 
ue to experience a wide 
range of barriers that 
prevent them from get¬ 
ting involved.

Death of a local 
publishing legend 

Stewart Williams 12.12.1925 - 13.01.2011 

STEWART 
WILLIAMS of 
Barry, who died on 
January 13, was 
best known as the 
editor and publish¬ 
er of the popular 
Cardiff Yesterday 
and Vale Series. 

His roots were in 
Ely, and he maintained 
strong links with this 
area throughout his life, 
retaining membership 
of the Cardiff West End 
Social Club. 

He spent his early 
years working for 
Cardiff City Council in 
the engineers depart¬ 
ment, during which 
time he met his wife, 

Betty, who died in April 
2009, a loss from which 
he never truly recov¬ 
ered. 

His involvement in 
publishing started at a 
young age, with the 
production of bootleg 
programmes for Cardiff 
City, of which he was a 
lifelong supporter. 

He moved from 
Cardiff City Council to 
join the Western Welsh 
Bus Company as pub¬ 
licity officer. 

It was during this 
period that Stewart’s 
part-time publishing 
career really took off. 

His Vale Series 
(1959-62) comprised 
four volumes dedicated 
to telling the history of 
Glamorgan through 
short, lively contribu¬ 
tions from a range of 
authors, led in no small 


way by Professor Glyn 
Daniel. 

This was soon fol¬ 
lowed by 12 volumes of 
Glamorgan Historian 
and an advisory role in 
the publication of the 
Glamorgan County 
History. 

Although these titles 
attracted a loyal and 
widespread readership, 
Stewart’s biggest legacy 
must be the legendary 
Cardiff series - 36 vol¬ 
umes containing in all 
some 7,500 old photo¬ 
graphs of Cardiff - 
recording the life of the 
city and its people. 

The success of this 
project enabled Stewart 
to leave the Western 
Welsh and make pub¬ 
lishing his sole career. 

Operating from his 
home in Barry, it was a 
family affair, which 
meant that Betty and 
their two children, 
Robert and Diane, 
learned to turn their 
hands to all aspects - 
from proof reading to 
delivering copies of 
books to individual sub¬ 


scribers. Stewart’s other 
great love was jazz 
music and he liked 
nothing more than to 
visit Ronnie Scott’s, or 
jam with Victor Parker 
in Bute Street’s long 
gone Quebec pub. 

Stewart’s publishing 
activities did spread 
beyond Cardiff and his 
pioneering books of 
places in old photo¬ 
graphs included the 
Rhondda, Caerphilly, 
Ebbw Vale and Barry to 
name but a view. 

There were other 
projects like 
Grandmother 
Extraordinary - the life 
of Mary de la Beche 
Nicoll written by Hilary 
M Thomas - and 
Vintage Buses and 
Trams in South Wales. 

All in all, Stewart 
published more than 
100 books - a remark¬ 
able legacy for a one- 
man band - and he has 
left a unique and lasting 
record for anyone with 
an interest in the history 
of Cardiff and south 
Wales.

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CLEARING AWAY THE SNOW: 

JUST WHAT CAN YOU DO TO HELP? 


NOW that the snow 
has gone (hopefully, 
for good) The GEM 
finds it has a 
bulging postbag on 
the subject of what 
residents and 
traders should do 
about snow clear¬ 
ing. 

The GEM’s original 
article on the subject 
(January 6) asked 
whether it was true that 
older Vale residents were 
more likely to clear away 
snow. 

In response, we were 


quoted fine examples of 
people of all ages getting 
stuck into clearing snow 
- community spirit was 
alive and well, it was 
claimed. 

However, one thing is 
clear - it is the threat of 
legal action that is cited 
again and again as a rea¬ 
son for doing nothing. 

Most people agree that 
things get worse the 
longer that they are left. 
Soft snow that is initially 
quite easy to walk on 
soon becomes compact¬ 
ed. 

This freezes again 
overnight, and if a slight

thaw occurs the follow¬ 
ing day, the walkway 
becomes the proverbial 
skating rink. 

Correspondents to The 
GEM have suggested 
that the best solution is to 
act quickly, remove the 
soft snow, and apply 
some salt. 

However, rival opin¬ 
ions suggest that you are 
then committed to main¬ 
taining that safe surface - 
and open to legal action 
should you fail to do so. 

One trader who 
strongly believes that 
people should take action 
is Alun John, the chair¬ 
man of the Cowbridge 
Chamber of Trade. 

He said; “At a recent 
chamber meeting, it was 
felt that traders should 
clear their own section of 
pavement - and it was 
strongly felt that it cost 
us dear during the freeze. 

“Word soon got round 
about the state of the 
pavements in 

Cowbridge, and I believe 
people stayed away. 

“It definitely cost the 
town retailers business, 
and our advice is that if a 
trader goes ahead and 
does a good job clearing 
the pavement, and then 
puts salt down, then there 
should be no problem.” 

The GEM asked the 
Vale Council if it could 
give an unequivocal 
endorsement to this view, 
but the response was a 
little more guarded. 

Miles Punter, head of 
visible services at the 
Vale Council, said: 
“Residents should take 
great care if addressing 
snow and ice on pave¬ 
ments and should not in 


any way increase the 
hazards for either pedes¬ 
trians or vehicles through 
their actions. 

“For example, be care¬ 
ful if cleaning your drive 
to the highway to not 
leave large piles of snow 
for pedestrians to step 
over when using the foot¬ 
way, as this is not a safe 
solution.” 

A council spokes¬ 
woman added that the 
use council grit bins 
could be put to was limit¬ 
ed. 

She said: “The grit is 
for pavements and roads 
only. It is not for com¬ 
mercial use or for use on 


private property and 
action could be taken 
against anyone taking 
grit for their own use.” 

The UK 

Government’s own web¬ 
site at ukdirect gave the 
following advice: 

“There’s no law stopping 
you from clearing snow 
and ice on the pavement 
outside your home or 
from public spaces. 

“If you clear snow and 
ice carefully you are 
unlikely to be held 
liable.” 

It goes on to give the 
following advice on 
clearing ice and snow: 

• If you clear ice and 


snow yourself, be care¬ 
ful. Don’t make the path¬ 
ways more dangerous by 
causing them to refreeze. 
But don’t be put off 
clearing paths because 
you’re afraid someone 
will get injured. 

• Remember, people 
walking on ice and snow 
have responsibility to be 
careful themselves. 
Follow the advice below 
to make sure you clear 
the pathway safely and 
effectively. 

• Clear the ice or snow 
early in the day. It’s easi¬ 
er to move fresh, loose 
snow rather than hard 


snow that has packed 
together from people 
walking on it. 

You can then cover the 
path with salt before 
nightfall to stop it 
refreezing overnight. 

• Use salt or sand - 
not water. If you use 
water to melt the snow, it 
may refreeze and turn to 
black ice. 

Black ice increases the 
risk of injuries, as it is 
invisible and very slip¬ 
pery. You can prevent

black ice by spreading 
some salt on the area you 
have cleared. 

You can use ordinary 
table or dishwasher salt - 
a tablespoon for each 
square metre you clear 
should work. 

If you don’t have 
enough salt, you can also 
use sand or ash. 

These won’t stop the 
path icing over as well as 
salt, but will provide 
good grip under foot.

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‘CANCER DRUG RULING FROM THE N 

ASSEMBLY IS TRAGIC FOR WALES’

T HE Welsh 
Assembly 
Government 
has decided to ignore 
the UK government 
policy to introduce a 
cancer drug fund. 

This is a tragic decision 
and it is a policy that will 
mean that life-extending 
cancer drugs that are 
available in England will 
not be available to 
patients here in Wales, in 
spite of Wales being given 
the funding for it. 
Devolution naturally 


allows the Welsh 
Assembly Government to 
decide how best to spend 
the money allocated to 
Wales. The UK govern¬ 
ment decided to protect 
the NHS and to make cut 
backs elsewhere, whereas 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government has chosen 
to cut health and fund 
other policy areas. 

Essentially this means 
that if you are suffering 
from cancer in Wales, you 
will not get access to a 
£200M cancer drugs fund 
that is available to 


patients in England. 

I think this is a tragic 
set of circumstances and 
hope that the Assembly 
Government will re-think 
their policy. 

MPs are lobbied on a 
number of policy areas, 
but few things have 
angered patients more 
than this. Cancer chari¬ 
ties, victims and profes¬ 
sional bodies have all 
expressed concern to me 
and my colleagues that 
the situation could lead to 
better survival rates in 
England and Scotland,

than here in Wales. 

A similar situation 


occurred some years ago 
over the treatment of 
prostate cancer. In 
Wales, brachytherapy 
wasn’t initially available 
here, although it was used 
regularly in England. In 
the end, WAG were 
forced to back down after 
hearing of individual 
cases. 

I raised the matter in 
the House of Commons 
chamber and Andrew 
Lansley had to say that it 
was a matter for the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government, although he 


hoped they would follow 
suit. 

When I have raised the 
matter with the Assembly 
Government, they advise 
me that they prefer to 
fund prescriptions and 
free car parking. This 
cannot be right. 

Anyone who was over 
60 or claiming any form 
of benefit used to have 
free prescriptions and 
should continue to do so. 
However, I do think that 
anyone in full time 
employment should pay 
their £5 or so for their 


prescriptions, so that oth¬ 
ers can benefit from life 
extending cancer drugs. 

If anyone is in the trag¬ 
ic situation of not receiv¬ 
ing the cancer drug that 
they believe they need, I 
ask them to contact me 
and I will do all I can to 
help. 

It is likely to be an 
uphill task but I will do 
all I can to make them 
change their policies to 
reflect the needs here in 
the Vale. Of course, all 
matters will be dealt in 
the utmost privacy. ^

E VERY adult in the United 
Kingdom should consider mak¬ 
ing a Will, and here are some 
of the reasons why: 

Without a Will, the state directs 
who inherits your estate, so the peo¬ 
ple you wish to benefit may get noth¬ 
ing. 

Without a Will, if you are married 
you may think that your estate will 
pass to your spouse in any event, but 
this is not necessarily the case. 

If you are not married to your 
partner, the law does not automatical¬ 
ly recognise partners as 
having the same rights as 
husbands, wives and civil 
partners and your partner 
may get nothing. 

If you have children, 
there may be uncertainty 
about who will look after 
or provide for them 
should you die. 

Several persons may 
make a claim on your 
estate if you have no Will 
because they may depend 
upon you financially. 

Inheritance tax issues 
may arise if not addressed 
in your Will. 

Wills should be kept up 
to date and renewed upon 
any change of circum¬ 
stance, for example, mar¬ 
riage, divorce, separation, 
upon having a child or 
upon the death of a loved 
one. 

Excluding certain bene¬ 
ficiaries in your Will may 
also cause potential diffi¬ 
culties as they may have 
the right to make a claim 
against your estate. 

Special care is therefore 
needed if you exclude per¬ 


sons who might expect to benefit 
under your Will. 

Ensure that you have a Will in 
place and that it is up to date to avoid 
any undesired consequences and 
complications.

LOCAL HEALTH BOARD BACKS CLOSURE 
OF LLANDOUGH HOSPITAL BABY UNIT 


A reorganisation of 
local hospital services, 
which includes the clo¬ 
sure of the maternity 
department at 

Llandough Hospital, is 
to go ahead - following 
the completion of a con¬ 
sultation period. 

Health chiefs have 
stressed although the baby 


unit in Llandough will close. 
Mothers-to-be in the Vale 
will in future be able to 
decide on whether to have a 
birth at home, or under the 
care of a consultant or mid¬ 
wife in Cardiff. 

In the Vale, there has been 
opposition to the closure of 
the baby unit at Llandough 
because mothers will have to 
travel into Cardiff. 

Mr Paul Holland, the 


deputy chief executive and 
director of planning for 
Cardiff and Vale University 
Health Board, stressed that 
the board believed it was in 
the overall interests of 
patients. 

He explained: “In terms of 
maternity services, women 
will still be able to choose 
where to give birth - 
whether that is at home, in a 
midwife-led unit or receiving 


consultant-led care at UHW. 

“Considerable investment 
in terms of increased 
staffing, additional bed 
capacity and major capital 
work has been made to 
ensure the best possible care 
is provided to mothers with¬ 
in the Vale and Cardiff. 

“We remain committed to 
providing locally-based ante¬ 
natal and post-natal care 
within the Vale, and to devel¬ 


oping a ‘home birthing 
team’, so women have confi¬ 
dence in accessing local care 
and ongoing support during 
the early part of mother¬ 
hood. 

“The Health Board will 
now begin the process of 
implementing the changes 
and will make sure that 
patients and staff are fully 
informed of the progress 
being made,” he promised.

Local table tennis player needs 
sponsorship to compete in Games 


Paul’s ‘last chance’ of 
Paralympic glory is hit 
by sporting catch-22

A DISABLED table 
tennis player who 
had set his sights on 
competing in the 
Paralympic Games 
in London next year 
is facing the end of 
his dream - unless 
he can get some 
sponsorship. 

Paul Davies, aged 44, 
of Hall Drive, North 
Comelly, is a member of 
the British Paraplegic 
table tennis squad but 
was told last week that 
his funding was being 
removed. 

His position in the 
squad will be reviewed in 
July and a decision on his 
future will be taken on 
the strength of his tour¬ 
nament successes 

between then and now. 

However, he finds 
himself in a catch-22 sit¬ 
uation, because without 
funding, Mr Davies will 
be unable to compete in 
any competitions as they 
all take place abroad. 

He told The GEM: 
“There are four competi¬ 
tions between now and 
July. 

“They are in Slovenia, 
the Netherlands, 

Slovakia and Romania. 
Without that funding to 
cover my expenses of 
about £4,500, I will be 
unable to go to any of 
them.” 

Mr Davies was paral¬ 
ysed in a motor cycle 
crash when he was 19. 
Initially, he was affected 
from the neck down, but 
movement returned to his 
upper body and he has 
been playing table tennis 
for the past 20 years. 

Mr Davies said that 
table tennis was his main 
interest. 

“It has been a life 
saver,” he said. “I spent 
five years doing nothing 
and getting depressed, 
but playing table tennis 
has become my life. I 
don’t know what I will 
do without it.” 

Mr Davies was 
shocked to be told that he 


and six others were being 
removed from the squad 
to make way for younger 
players. 

“I had only just got 
back from the world 
championships in Korea. 
I was unplaced but I was 
up against the world 
number one who 
knocked me out. 

“I am ranked 10 in the 
world and I am the 
British number one in my 
class.” 

Mr Davies plays in 
class one, which is for 
people in wheelchairs. 
He said that he had been 
wrongly classed for 20 
years and it was only 
when he was placed in 
this new class last year 
that he was able to really 
make his mark. 

“That’s why I missed 
earlier Paralympics,” he 
said. “I was up against 
much fitter players with 
fewer disabilities and 
failed to qualify.” 

Since being reclassi¬ 
fied, Mr Davies has beat¬ 
en the world numbers 2, 
4, 7 and 9 in competi¬ 
tions over the past year. 

Mr Davies said that 
UK Sport, which gives 
out lottery funding, has 
been putting pressure on 
the British Disabled 
Table Tennis Association 
to reduce the size of the 
squad to cut costs. 

They were also focus¬ 
ing on building a team 
for the 2016 Paralympics 
rather than using players 
like himself, who are 
older and who would 
compete in London. 

Mr Davies said that 
although his funding has 
been taken away, unlike 
the other six who were 
dropped, he has been told 
that he can carry on com¬ 
peting until July, when he 
will be reviewed. 

Mr Davies suffered his 
accident in 1986. His 
wife Debbie, who was 
then his girlfriend, was 
on the back of the bike at 
the time. 

“We were travelling 
down from Maesteg and 
had gone through

Coytrahen when I hit the 
kerb,” he said. “It was a 
lack of concentration for 
just a second but it left 
me paralysed for life.” 

The couple married 
soon after the accident 
and Debbie accompanies 
Paul to all tournaments 
as his carer. 

They are both from 
Cornelly and Paul had 
been working in Day’s 
Medical Aids in 
Bridgend. 

“I used to be making 
wheelchairs and now I 
am in one,” he said. “It’s 
ironic.” 

Paul has a special 
wheelchair for playing 
table tennis which is 
higher than usual and 
also has wheels that lock. 
He bought that himself 
only a year ago at a cost 
of £3,000. 

After his accident, he 
had rehabilitation at 
Rookwood Hospital and 
that is when he started 
playing table tennis. 

“I had played as a 
youngster in youth club 
and the hospital had a 
team, so it started from 
there.” 

Paul usually trains in 
Pyle Life Centre and 
plays against his regular 
partner Robert Davies, 
who lives in Brecon. 
They are coached by Neil

Robinson, who is an offi¬ 
cial GB coach. 

“I train three days a 
week for six hours at a 
time. That’s going on at 
the moment, but if in July 
they axe me totally, I will 
lose all this. Robert is 
only 25 and is carrying 
on in the squad.” 

Mr Davies needs to 
raise about £4,500 in 
order to compete in the 
international tourna¬ 
ments. He is hoping that 
local organisations and 
companies may be will¬ 
ing to make a donation. 

“Unless I compete I 
will be unable to prove 
myself,” he said. “I need 
to show that I can win 
tournaments and then 
they will consider re¬ 
instating me. 

“I desperately want to 
compete at the London 
Paralympics. It is my 
dream and my last shot at 
a Paralympic title. What 
has happened has been 
very upsetting.” 

Mr Davies needs to 
register for the competi¬ 
tions very soon so is 
looking for some imme¬ 
diate sponsorship.

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Porthcawl family tragedy: 

Baby is orphaned as 
three die in car crash

TWO families from 
Porthcawl have 
been left devastated 
after a crash on the 
M4 at Cardiff late 
on Monday night 
(January 17). 

In the crash, 56- 
year-old Stephen 
Padden, his son 
Thomas Padden, aged 
20, and Thomas’s part¬ 
ner, 23-year-old Louise 
Evans, all from 
Porthcawl, tragically 
died after the red 
Peugeot 406 they were 
travelling in left the 
motorway at 11.30pm 
between junctions 32 
and 33. 

Thomas’ mother, 
51-year-old Suzanne, 
and the couple’s six- 
month-old baby, 
Logan, were taken to 


the University Hospital 
of Wales with less seri¬ 
ous injuries. Suzanne 
was later discharged, 
while the baby was said 
to be in a stable condi¬ 
tion. 

Friends have spoken 
of the young couple’s 
shared love of the sea. 
In fact, they were 
returning from a fami¬ 
ly surfing holiday in 
Morocco and had earli¬ 
er landed at Gatwick 
Airport. 

Tom was a champi¬ 
on surfer, winning the 
under-18 Welsh title in 
2008. and he spent as 
much time as possible 
at Rest Bay, although 
he had grown up in 
Pontyclun, moving to 
Porthcawl four years 


ago. His parents were 
also keen surfers. 

Louise Evans came 
from a family where 
her father and two 
uncles were all stal¬ 
warts of Porthcawl 
RNLI. 

Tragically, her 
father, Mike, died in 
April last year. As the 
longest-serving 
Porthcawl RNLI mem¬ 
ber, his ashes were 
scattered at sea. 

Louise was a former 
pupil at Porthcawl 
Comprehensive School 
and the headteacher, 
Kenny Dykes, said: 
“The school communi¬ 
ty is devastated at the 
news of this tragedy. 

“We extend our 
deepest sympathy to 
Louise’s mum and the 
rest of her family at 
this sad time. 

“Many of her teach¬ 
ers are still at the 
school and are deeply 
shocked and saddened. 
Louise was a very pop¬ 
ular girl, well liked, 
friendly, and as a result 
had many friends. 

“She enjoyed school 
and joined in the whole 
life of the school. She 
studied a wide range of 
subjects, leaving in 
2003 at the end of year- 
11 . 

“All who knew her 


remember her with 
respect and affection.” 

Louise and Logan 
were regulars at Rest 
Bay, watching Tom 
surf, and the surfing 
community has been 
deeply affected. 

The chairman of the 
Welsh Coast Surf 
Club, Tom Anderson, 
described Tom Padden 
as a “fearless and 
intrepid surfer”. 

He said that word 
had already spread 
that out in Morocco, 
Tom had ridden the 
biggest wave of the sea¬ 
son at Anka Point - a 
real coup for any 
surfer. 

He added that the 
surfing community 
would do all it could to 
help Tom’s baby. 

Sgt Louise French of 
the Roads Policing 
Unit said: “We are 
keen to speak to any¬ 
one who witnessed the 
collision or who drove 
past soon afterwards. 

“We would also wel¬ 
come information from 
anyone who saw the 
vehicle being driven 
prior to the collision.”

Last Saturday, the 
Cardiff outreach team 
from British Gas visited 
Tobias and gave him a 
selection of tops, pyja¬ 
mas, some DVDs and a 
Spiderman TV. 


Fiona said: “He was 
soon chatting to them 
all!”

Last-ditch attempt to 
save the Vale court 


The Vale MP, Alun 
Cairns, has sais he 
is meeting the 
courts’ Minister on 
February 2 - in a 
last ditch attempt to 
save the Vale 
Magistrates Court 
based in Barry. 

Mr Cairns will be 
accompanied at the 
meeting by Mr David 
Taylor, chairman of the 
magistrates’ bench. 

The court has been 
earmarked for closure 
under Coalition plans to 
make the system of jus¬ 
tice more modern and 
efficient. 

Mr Cairns said he 
would be underlining the 
“full consequences of 
closure” to the Minister 
responsible, Jonathan 
Djanogly MP. 

Mr Cairns insisted: 
“The decision to close 
the court is wrong. I’m 
keen to ensure that the 
Minister fully appreci¬ 
ates the consequences of 
this decision. 

“The costs of provid¬ 
ing a modern court serv¬ 
ice to the residents and 
businesses in the Vale 
and, of course, the social 
and political ramifica¬ 
tions of activities linked 
with the courthouse 
within our county need 
to be fully considered. 

“Local magistrates, 
charitable groups and I 


worked together to pre¬ 
pare the case supporting 
the court. I am aghast at 
the decision and will not 
let it rest.” 

Jane Hutt, the Vale 
Assembly Member, also 
had strong words for 
those in Westminster, 
claiming that if they 
failed to backtrack on the 
decision, it would 
demonstrate a lack of 
commitment to local jus¬ 
tice. 

She protested: “The 
magistrates court in 
Barry is being closed by 
the UK Government 
despite the overwhelm¬ 
ing opposition to this 


closure from the people 
of Barry and the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

“The compelling evi¬ 
dence has been presented 
to the Ministry for 
Justice, backed by a peti¬ 
tion I presented of more 
than 1,000 signatures. 

“The Minister must 
reverse this decision. If 
he does not, it is clear 
that the UK Coalition 
Government does not 
care about the local jus¬ 
tice needs of the largest 
town in Wales.” 

If closure does go 
ahead, the remaining 
court staff will be trans¬ 
ferred within the court 


system. The GEM under¬ 
stands that the support 
services total seven peo¬ 
ple - two security offi¬ 
cers and five cleaning 
staff. 

A spokesman for 
Mitie Security comment¬ 
ed that in the event of 
closure, security officers 
would be deployed else¬ 
where. 

A spokeswoman for 
the cleaning contracters 
OCS explained that the 
company’s staff are con¬ 
tinuing to provide servic¬ 
es to the court, but she 
was not in a position to 
add any further details.

One local event that 
has taken full advantage 
of the network is the 
annual Penmark Music 
Festival. Gavin Davies, a 


member of the Penmark 
Village Centre commit¬ 
tee which organises the 
event, spoke about the 
advantages and benefits 
of becoming a member. 

“This year was the 
fourth annual Penmark 
Musical Festival and 
since becoming part of 
the REN network we 
decided that this year we 
would take advantage of 
the free equipment avail¬ 
able. 

“Having the use of 
such essential event 
equipment has not only 
saved us hundreds of 
pounds but it also helped 
the event run smoothly 
and more efficiently. As 
there are only about 60 
houses in Penmark put¬ 
ting on a large event like 
this means a lot of work 
for our village committee 
so for us the support and 
equipment was invalu¬ 
able. 

“The gazebos came in 
particularly handy as 
holding an outdoor 
music festival is risky in 
Wales and the gazebos 
were there just in case 
the heavens decided to 
open. 

“It is fantastic that our 
local council is support¬ 
ing rural events. These 
type of events are an 
integral part in bringing 
communities closer 
together and I would 
encourage anyone think¬ 
ing of holding an event 
in the Vale of Glamorgan 
to become a member. We 
will certainly be using 
the REN equipment at 
the festival next year.” 

REN holds regular 
events where its mem¬ 
bers can get together and 


share best practise, good 
and bad experiences and 
recommend suppliers. It 
is hoped that with the 
continued growth of the 
Network, rural events in 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
will continue to prosper 
and grow in size and 
popularity. 

Sarah Jones, events 
officer for the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council and 
director of the Rural 
Events Network, com¬ 
mented: “I am extremely 
happy with the response 
that REN has had so far 
from its members. 


“As the network con¬ 
tinues to grow, we are 
hoping that more and 
more event organisers 
will share their experi¬ 
ences and therefore help 
to create a range of 
diverse and entertaining 
events across the rural 
Vale.”

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Council 
may start 
employing 
own traffic 
wardens 


THE Vale Council 
is considering 
whether to set up 
its own team of 
traffic wardens - 
after South Wales 
Police withdrew 
them from the 
area. 

The plan was due to 
be considered yester¬ 
day (January 19) at a 
council cabinet meet¬ 
ing. 

A council spokes¬ 
woman said: “While 
the police can still 
issue parking tickets, it 
is recognised that a 
traffic warden service 
is also needed to help 
keep traffic moving 
freely.” 

However, the esti¬ 
mated set up costs are 
surprising - totalling 
£300,000, and are 
detailed in a report by 
council officers. 

This says that to 
acquire the necessary 
legal powers, the coun¬ 
cil will have to formal¬ 
ly apply to the 
Assembly for a ‘desig¬ 
nation order’ which 
would decriminalise 
parking enforcement 
throughout the Vale. 

From that date, 
South Wales Police will 
be unable to enforce 
the majority of park¬ 
ing-related offences, 
apart from obstruc¬ 
tion. 

The report says that 
the application is esti¬ 
mated to take around 
eight to 12 months to 
complete, with the 
Assembly requiring a 
minimum of six 
months to process the 
application from the 
date of receipt. 

The council will 
have to check that all 
its traffic orders and 
signs will be compati¬ 
ble and will not leave 
legal loopholes. 

The report says: 
“This is a major 
undertaking estimated 
to cost £170,000 and 
forms a large part of 
the set up costs. 


“In addition to this, 
a comprehensive con¬ 
sultation exercise 
would have to be 
undertaken.” 

Parking tickets are 
likely to be £70 or £50, 
depending on the 
offence, with a 50 per 
cent discount if paid 
within 14 days. 

The report notes 
that during a 12- 
month period in 
2008/09, the two war¬ 
dens who worked in 
the Vale issued 3,700 
tickets. 

Therefore, if the 
average revenue per 
ticket were to be, for 
example, £50, those 
two wardens would 
generate £185,000 for 
the Vale Council. 

However, despite the 
potential large rev¬ 
enue, the £300,000 set¬ 
up costs did put off 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council, 
which at the moment 
has no plans to do the 
same. 

Who knows, per¬ 
haps the Vale Council 
could hire out traffic 
wardens to Bridgend? 
- for a small fee of 
course. 

Coun Geoff Cox, the 
cabinet member for 
visible and building 
Services, said: “As the 
local highway authori¬ 
ty, the council decides 
where parking and 
traffic restrictions are 
needed to keep traffic 
moving safely and 
freely. 

“However, the coun¬ 
cil has no power to 
enforce these restric¬ 
tions as this currently 
rests with South Wales 
Police traffic wardens. 

“It is necessary for 
the council to consider 
taking on these powers 
at this time, in order to 
ensure that our high¬ 
ways continue to be 
properly managed and 
the interests of our res¬ 
idents and businesses 
are protected.”

Spokesman Brian 
Foley explained: “Our 
volunteers lead normal 
lives, but commit their 
spare time, responding at 
anytime of the day or 
night to 999 emergency 
calls in the local commu¬ 


nity. We are recruiting 
volunteers across the 
Vale and a new recruit 
training course is sched¬ 
uled to take place in 
March. 

“The teams are desper¬ 
ate to boost their num¬ 
bers to increase their 
contribution to their local 
communities.”

Hygiene ratings will help 
diners choose just where 
to take their business... 

C USTOMERS 
eating out in 
the Vale will 
now be better 
informed about the 
hygiene standards 
of the food outlets 
they’re visiting - 
thanks to the intro¬ 
duction of a new 
scheme. 

From January 1, the 
Vale Council joined the 
National Food Hygiene 
Rating Scheme 
(NFHRS). 

The scheme has been 
developed by the Food 
Standards Agency (FSA) 
in partnership with local 
authorities and business 
representatives, and pro¬ 
vides information on 
food hygiene standards 
to help people to choose 
where to eat out or shop 
for food. 

Food outlets such as 
restaurants, takeaways 
and pubs are inspected 



by the council’s environ¬ 
mental health officers to 
check that their hygiene 
standards meet legal 
requirements. 

The hygiene standards 
are rated on a scale rang¬ 
ing from zero at the bot¬ 
tom (meaning ‘urgent 
improvement necessary’) 
to a top rating of five 
(‘very good’).

food.gov.uk/ratings. 

Food businesses will 
be encouraged to display 
a sticker and certificate 
at the entrance to their 
premises. 

This means customers 
can easily see the ratings 
and decide if they want 
to go in. 

In preparation, envi¬ 
ronmental health officers 
are running workshops 
for local food businesses 
over the next six 
months. The first was 
held last week at the 
council’s Civic Offices. 

Coun Hunter Jarvie, 
cabinet member for pub¬ 
lic protection, said: “We 
are participating in the 
National Food Hygiene 
Rating Scheme as we 
can see the benefits for 
local food businesses 


and the people that eat 
and shop in them. 

He said: “The public 
will be able to use the 
ratings when deciding 
which outlets to visit, 
and we hope that food 
companies will recog¬ 
nise that displaying a 
good hygiene rating is 
good for business. 

“When customers 
expect to see a rating, 
there is a real incentive 
for food businesses to 
seek to make improve¬ 
ments to their hygiene 
standards.” 

Catriona Stewart, 
head of the food hygiene 
ratings team at the Food 
Standards Agency, 
added: “We are encour¬ 
aging as many local 
authorities as possible to 
run the scheme, so it’s 
great news that the Vale 
Council is the latest to 
announce its intention to 
participate.”

C OLIN 

FIRTH has 
been putting 
together a body of 
work over the last 
few years that has 
been mightily 
impressive. 

Having mixed more 
serious work such as 
And When Did You Last 
See Your Father and 
Genova with more pop¬ 
ulist fare such as St 
Trinians and Mamma 
Mia!, the thread 
between them all has 
been that Firth has been 
the best thing in them. 

Having gained huge 
acclaim for last year’s A 
Single Man (though 
missing out on the Oscar 
to Jeff Bridges), there 
has been a similar 
groundswell for both 
Firth and his fellow 
actors, writer and direc¬ 
tor, with The King's 
Speech. 

Firth plays King 
George VI, who reluc¬ 
tantly assumes the 
throne when his brother 
(played by Guy Pearce) 
stands down. Plagued by 
a stammer and consid¬ 
ered unfit to be king, 
George, or Bertie as he 
was known, engages the 
help of an unorthodox 
speech therapist named 
Lionel Logue (Geoffrey 
Rush). 

As Logue helps 
Bertie overcome his 
stammer, the threat of 
war looms over Britain, 
and Bertie must stand 
tall at his nation’s hour 
of need... 

By now the over¬ 
whelming praise afford¬ 
ed to The King’s Speech 
has made the fdm some¬ 


thing of a revelation, the 
film being met with uni¬ 
versal praise and credit. 
So, is Screen Talk going 
to be the column that 
bursts the film’s bubble? 

The answer is a 
resounding no, as The 
King’s Speech is an 
absolutely captivating, 
hugely impressive piece 
of work that has been 
rightly hailed from the 
rooftops. 

Much of the credit for 
this lies with screen¬ 
writer David Seidler, 
who takes what could 
have been a stuffy, pre¬ 
tentious look at this 
moment in history, and 
yet turns it into some¬ 
thing moving, witty and 
wholly engaging. 

Despite a cinematic 
CV suggesting anything 
but quality (2008’s Kung 
Fu Killer leaping out), 
Seidler earns his spurs 
here, drawing out the 
humanity of the charac¬ 
ters and their situations, 
and making the royal 
family seem that little 
bit more human. 

There is little time for 
pomp and ceremony (the 
coronation is shown as a 
wall projection as the 
newly-crowned king and 
family watch it), Seidler 
instead focusing on 
characters. 

He takes great delight 
in crashing the worlds of 
royalty and the common 
man (in Logue) together, 
whether it be Logue 
talking to Queen 
Elizabeth from the toilet 
or the royal pair visiting 
Logue at his home for 
tea, and he spins the 
occasional friction into 
the exchanges between 
the pair during their 
therapy, as Bertie is

slowly persuaded that 
Logue is more than just 
a smooth-talking man 
peddling false remedy. 

It borrows a touch 
from the romantic come¬ 
dy template, the pair 
undergoing the same 
path as all those mis¬ 
matched couples that 
ultimately end up 
together, and while that 
(and its historic basis) 
lends it a degree of 
inevitability, it is still 
nonetheless vastly 
watchable. 

In the director’s chair, 
Tom Hooper is similarly 
revelatory. Having 
helmed The Damned 
United, the director con¬ 
tinues that film’s tone of 
capturing the moment 
and not being too intru¬ 
sive of the scene, and 
the restrained direction 
is a joy to watch. 

With a knowing sub¬ 
tlety that conveys his 
faith in the screenplay, 
Hooper shoots with skill 
and style while captur¬ 
ing the backroom hulla¬ 
baloo of death and abdi¬ 
cations with a keen eye 
for the character. 

With a muted colour 
scheme, he mines the 
most from his locations, 
whether it’s Logue’s 
treatment room which 
doubles as a confession¬ 
al for a king opening up 
to a commoner, or the 
royal households that 
show doubt and fragility 
beneath their veneer of 
poise, bringing the film 
richly and vividly to life 
without being overly 


flashy. 

Colin Firth has been 
rightly highlighted for 
his performance (claim¬ 
ing a Golden Globe on 
Sunday evening), but his 
is one of three absolute¬ 
ly mesmerising turns 
from actors who clearly 
relish getting the bit 
between their teeth. As 
the monarch unable to 
properly articulate him¬ 
self, Firth is incredible, 
capturing and conveying 
the numerous emotions 
Bertie goes through on 
his journey from son of 
a king to king himself. 

It is a turn that veers 
from nobility, to anger, 
to resignation, to doubt, 
to fear; it is an all- 
encompassing turn from 
the actor who never 
over-eggs the pudding, 
the performance natura¬ 
listic yet full of heart. 

Much like Helen 
Mirren’s turn as the 
Queen, Firth allows us 
under the royalty and 
inside the man, and 
makes for a thoroughly 
engaging protagonist. 

Opposite him, 
Geoffrey Rush offers a 
turn that is a sublime 
lesson in delivering an 
exceptional turn while 
complementing the per¬ 
formance opposite it. 

Rush takes great 
delight in Logue’s pecu¬ 
liar methods and idio¬ 
syncrasies, and his turn 
is the perfect counter¬ 
point to Firth. Acting as 
more than merely a 
speech therapist, at 
times a confidant, Rush 
underpins the film and 
his relationship with 
Firth is played out and 
observed beautifully. 

The third fine turn 
comes from Helena 
Bonham Carter, as 
Bertie’s wife and future 
Queen Mother, who 
shows a quick wit and a 
steely determination to 
help her husband as best 
she can. 

Despite the focus 
being on the relationship 
between Bertie and 
Logue, she helps to 
make the edges all that 
more watchable with a 
wonderfully withering

turn as the support 
behind her husband and 
king. 

The supporting cast 
are all uniformly superb 
and hit the right notes, 
from Guy Pearce’s play¬ 
boy prince whose desire 
to marry his divorced 
lover throws the monar¬ 
chy into disarray, to 
Derek Jacobi’s haughty 
archbishop and Michael 
Gambon’s King George 
V, whose turn hints at 
the supposed ill treat¬ 
ment of Bertie that led 
to him developing his 
stutter. 

If the beats feel a 
touch familiar, it is a 
criticism rendered obso¬ 
lete come the film’s cli¬ 
max when the titular 
speech takes place; fans 
of underdog sporting 
dramas will have an 
inkling how it will play 
out but the scene itself is 
an absolute joy, as 
Logue gently conducts 
Bertie through the 
speech with skill and 
grace. 

Quite how you can 
manage to draw such 
emotion from a simple 
speech is testament to 
the skills of Seidler’s 
writing and Hooper’s 
direction, and is endem¬ 
ic of the film as a whole 
- a gripping story that is 
treated with just the 
right reverency to make 
it an unmissable cine¬ 
matic experience. 

VERDICT-An 
excellent piece of work, 
The King’s Speech is an 
absolutely exceptional 
fdm that removes the 
layers of an incredible 
story to really get inside 
it. The three main per¬ 
formances all deserve 
the plaudits coming to 
them, Colin Firth, 
Geoffrey Rush and 
Helena Bonham Carter 
delivering incredible 
turns, while David 
Seidler’s screenplay and 
Tom Hooper’s direction 
make for a marriage 
made in heaven. 

A superb look at a 
moment in British histo¬ 
ry, shorn of the histori¬ 
cal weight, The King’s 
Speech truly is incredi¬ 
ble. Essential viewing.

Ramblers enjoy the Taff 
Trail (despite the weather!)

RECENTLY, on what 
turned out to be a reason¬ 
able day, 12 walkers 
turned out to join leader 
Barrie Mortimer for a 
trip up to the Storey 
Arms and a linear walk. 

The modern version of 
Storey Arms, which has been a 
cafe, youth hostel and outdoor 
education centre is well known 
to walkers as a meeting point, 
but originally the Storey Arms 
was an inn named after a promi¬ 
nent local family and was situat¬ 
ed to the south of the present 
building. 

It was finally abandoned 
around 1897 when the Beacons 
reservoir was completed and it 
is now owned by Welsh Water 
and at periods of low water, the 
remains of longhouses can be 
seen within the reservoir. 

With a temperature of 2 
degrees, but feeling much cool¬ 
er, the group got prepared and 
remained in their vehicles until 
the arrival of the bus that was to 
take them to Brecon town. 

What followed was a safe but 
exhilarating, 20-minute bus 
ride, with fantastic panoramic 


mountain views. 

Brecon is a market town situ¬ 
ated where the River Usk and 
Honddu meet; hence the Welsh 
name Aberhonddu - meaning 
‘mouth of the Honddu’. 

After the Romans construct¬ 
ed the huge fort of Y Gaer 
which became established as a 
cavalry base for the conquest of 
Wales, Brecon became 
renowned as a military base. 

It was probably named after 
Brychan, the founder of the 
kingdom of Brycheiniog, the 
original name for Brecon, but 
the name became anglicised to 
Brecknockshire or Brecons hi re. 

Leaving Brecon under grey 
skies, they crossed the river 
bridge over the fast flowing 
River Usk and made their way 
out of the town, passing the old 
hospital dated 1720, which later 
became Almshouses for the 
poor supported by the church 
and local charities. 

It was time to join part of the 
Taff Trail, the 55-mile long dis¬ 
tance foot and cycle trail that 
links Cardiff and the south 
Wales valleys to Brecon and 
named because it follows the 
course of the River Taff. 


Some of the route makes use 
of the old abandoned Taff Vale 
Railway line and the Glamorgan 
Canal, built during the 18th and 
19th centuries to transport coal 
and iron ore from the Rhondda 
Valleys to the docklands at 
Cardiff and Barry. 

The group made their way to 
the pretty hamlet of Pont Rhyd 
Goch with its majestic waterfall 
and stopped for morning coffee 
accompanied by warm, home 
made mince pies which went 
down a treat! 

After this, the sun began to 
make a shy entrance from 
behind the clouds and the group 
made their way around the aptly 
named Waterfall Cottage to con¬ 
tinue along the Taff Trail. 

At the tracks junction with 
Old Glanrhyd they exited onto a 
fairly recently opened scenic 
path into the Glyn Tarell Valley, 
which follows the Afon Tarell 
River for some distance before 
re-connecting with the Taff 
Trail.This path is under the care 
of the National Trust and can 
also be walked as a longer cir¬ 
cular walk. 

Some long-ago felled trees 
made the perfect seats for lunch 


but under a cool grey sky body 
temperatures soon cooled and it 
was time to move on. 

Leaving the Tarell Valley 
Walk, the group once more 
joined the Taff Trail and made 
their way up the old drovers’ 
road back to their cars at the 
Storey Arms and the journey 
home. 

On January 22, meet at 10am 
at Wenvoe War Memorial for a 
5.5-mile easy/moderate walk 
that includes St Lythans long 
cairn; contact Geraint on 029 
2051 5278. 

On January 23, meet at 
9.30am at the Barry Waterfront 
for an 8 to 10-mile moderate 
walk at Ogmore; contact Val W 
on 01446 734925. 

Wear suitable clothing, 
preferably boots and carry 
waterproofs, food and drinks.

Mike takes Forum members on 
nostalgic train ride - in pictures!

AFTER delighting 
forum members 
with his talk about 
the early pop scene, 
Mike Wilcock 
returned at the last 
meeting to talk 
about the new 
Tornado steam phe¬ 
nomenon. 

Mike is a very keen 
photographer of rail mat¬ 
ters and his talk was well 
illustrated with many 
moving shots of this 
newly-created A Class 
steam locomotive. 

Many readers will be 
familiar with the story of 
how a group of enthusi¬ 
asts in England had the 
faith and creative enthu¬ 
siasm to raise and spend 
three million pounds in 
building a copy of this 
steam locomotive 
designed in the 1940s. 

The Tornado took 
about 18 years to build 
and was finally dedicated 
by Prince Charles in 
2009. 

This impressive 
engine now makes regu¬ 
lar trips around the UK 
and can actually be hired 


for £1,000 a time. Mr 
Wilcock showed mem¬ 
bers several films of a 
visit this engine, with its 
Pullman carriages, paid 
both to Cardiff and 
Swansea, and over in the 
west country at 
Minehead. 

On the later trip, Mike 
was privileged to ride on 
the footplate, getting his 
ride in just in time before 
such jaunts were banned 
on health and safety 
grounds. 

Moving a great steam 


locomotive around 
Britain is, as Mr Wilcock 
made clear, an exercise 
fraught with difficulties 
normally not understood 
by a generation who 
grew up in an age of 
steam. 

There are now no 
troughs on the lines 
enabling steam engines 
to pick up vital water 
supplies at high speed, 
water has to be taken on 
ahead, to await the train 
in water bowsers. 

Steam coal which now 


comes from Russia, has 
to be waiting for pick-up 
in large paper bags, and 
there are no turn-tables to 
turn the engines around. 
Since steam engines are 
not allowed to run back¬ 
wards these days, again 
on health and safety 
grounds, a diesel engine 
has to tow the passenger 
carriages back to the 
depot in the north of 
England. 

The logistics of a 
seemingly simple and 
hugely popular tourist 
trip for nostalgia buffs 
are daunting, but the pub¬ 
lic benefit from the dedi¬ 
cated efforts of a few 
enthusiasts. 

Next week, members 
will be enjoying their 
annual dinner, but on 
January 27, Mrs 
Margaret Bourke will 
speak on ‘Jam, Jerusalem 
and Suffragettes’.

P oint-to- 
point rac¬ 
ing has never 
been so popular, 
especially in the 
Vale where last sea¬ 
son thousands 
flocked to meetings 
held at Laleston, 
Bonvilston and 
Ystradowen. 

Unlike ordinary race 
meetings, there is a cer¬ 
tain charm about point- 
to-pointing, a big plus 
being the informality of 
it all and allowing race¬ 
goers to mix freely with 
owners, riders and train¬ 
ers. 

The picturesque sur¬ 
roundings of the coun¬ 
tryside, the bookmakers, 
picnic baskets and trade 
stalls are all part of the 
attraction. 

This amateur sport 
provides a good training 
ground for riders and 
horses who may eventu¬ 
ally compete under 
National Hunt rules 
proper. 

Sam Waley-Cohen for 
instance, who won the 
King George V1 Chase 
at Kempton last week on 
Long Run, beating the 
legendary Kauto Star 
into third place, made a 
name for himself when 
winning the Welsh 
Point-To-Point Grand 
National at the Pentyrch 
at Bonvilston on another 
French-bred horse 


Down, three years in a 
row in 2002, 2003 and 
2004. 

The sport also gives 
those horses under 
‘rules’, who have 
become a bit one-paced 
a chance to try their luck 
between-the-flags, as the 
sport is also known. 

Former Welsh cham¬ 
pion point-to-point rider 
Tim Vaughan, who 
trains at Aberthin, is a 
great supporter of point- 
to-point racing as is 
Llancarfan’s Evan 
Williams, a former 
national point-to-point 
champion rider. 

Norton’s Coin, who 
won the 1990 
Cheltenham Gold Cup at 
odds of 100-1 and three 
times Cheltenham Gold 
Cup winner Best Mate 
are just two horses that 
graduated from the 
point-to-point field. 

Nearly 50 years ago, 
when I reported on my 
first point-to-point, the 
Glamorgan Hunt meet¬ 
ing at Penllyn, 
Cowbridge, five races 
on the race card were 
standard. However, 
these days eight or nine 
race cards are nothing 
unusual. 

I will never forget the 
very first point-to-point 
I attended. It was the 
Pentyrch Hunt at 


Rhiwbina Farm, Cardiff, 
on April 5, 1952.1 was 
just 16-years-old and it 
proved something of a 
revelation to me and I 
soon became an ardent 
fan, travelling by bus to 
all the other local point- 
to-points. 

I would follow my 
hero Bill Jones and 
favourite horses such as 
Cariff Princess, 

Sylvester 11, Spurn 
Head and Sally On ; but 
little did I think then 
that one day I would be 
reporting on the sport 
for such esteemed publi¬ 
cations as The Sporting 
Life and Horse and 
Hound. 

Meanwhile, good 
news is that AGA are 
the new sponsors of the 
ladies’ open point-to- 
point championship final 
at Cheltenham 
Racecourse on May 4.
